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REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 


Water  Supply. 

I he  total  consiim])tion  of  v*'ater  (hiring-  the  year  was  140 
million  gallons,  as  compared  with  121  million  gallons  during 
1954.  Selhy  L'.D.C.  suj^plied  92  millions  through  the  hulk 
meter  at  the  Toll  Mridg'e,  and  the  remaining  48  million  was 
supplied  by  5h)rk  Waterworks  Co.  through  the  bulk  meters 
at  (irirnston,  Lingeroft  and  Xaburn  Lane. 

I’ortions  of  the  village  of  Lscrick  continue  to  be  sipiplied 
from  the  Lscrick  Park  ])rivate  system. 

All  sup]>lies  are  chlorinated,  and  no  adverse  results  hav^e 
been  obtained  from  bacteriological  examinations. 

Luring  the  year  1934  new  su])])lies  were  installed — 21  on 
meier  and  35  on  rateable  value. 

L'oin])laint s continue  to  be  received  from  residents  in  Xb)rth 
Lufheld  and  ])arts  of  Ski])with,  regarding-  the  inadecjuate 
pressure.  The  possibility  of  restriction  in  the  main  sup])ly  in 
the  I'd vington-VN'heldrake  area,  due  to  either  encrustation, 
silt  or  ))ersistent  air  lock,  is  considered  as  the  most  likely 
cause.  Investigations  are  continuing,  and  an  im])rovement 
in  the  ])osition  is  anticipated  at  an  early  date. 

1 )efects  continue  to  ai)pear  in  the  pre-war  s])un  iron  mains. 
12  fractures  and  11  leaks  due  to  external  corrosion  have  been 
re])aired  during  the  year. 


Refuse  Collection. 

All  ])roperties  reasonably  near  a highway  continue  to  have 
a weeklv  collection  service,  and  isolated  properties  are  visited 
on  recjuest.  The  scheme  o])erates  satisfactorily  and  com])ares 
\cr\'  favourably  with  other  rural  areas  of  a similar  character. 

Three  vehicles  are  used,  each  with  loader-driver  and  bwo 
loaders.  The  10  cubic  yard  1952  P'ordson  is  in  sound  and 
reliable  condition,  but  the  two  1946  Karrier  Bantams  have 
become  so  dilapidated  as  to  be  unreliable  and  do  not  merit 
extensive  repairs.  .A  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fc^re-and-Aft 
Ti])per  of  16  cubic  yards  capacity  is  on  order  and  expected  in 
September  or  October  of  1956.  This  vehicle  is  intended  to 
re])lace  the  two  Karriers,  and  a reorganisation  of  the  col- 
lection routine  will  be  necessary  when  it  is  brought  into  use. 
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The  refuse  tips  at  (Tockey  Mill  and  llarlby  eontiniie  to  he 
used.  At  the  former,  considerable  inconvenience  has  been 
caused  bv  s])ontaneous  combustion  at  points  dee])  below  the 
present  top  level.  It  has  been  necessary  to  call  on  the  C ounty 
Fire  Service  on  several  occasions,  and  further  outbreaks  can 
still  be  antici])ated.  There  is  some  minor  benefit  from  these 
fires,  in  that  there  is  considerable  settlement  ot  the  surface, 
which  permits  long'er  use  of  the  ti])  site. 

The  ti|)  near  North  Mufheld  has  beci:  c(an;  icnced..  but  is 
not  yet  in  regular  use. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

No  village  sewerage  schemes  were  commenced  during  the 
vear,  and  ilarlby  is  the  only  village  in  the  Mistrict  which  ])os- 
sesses  a satisfactor\'  sewerage  system. 

The  pollution  of  the  River  Ouse  via  (lermany  Reck  con- 
tinues, due  to  the  discharges  from  the  jiarishes  o*f  Meslington 
and  Fulford.  In  Dunnington,  the  Common  1 )rain  is  grossly 
polluted,  as  are  ])ortions  of  the  Reck,  Flvington.  e"om])laints 
were  received  regarding  the  conditions  of  various  other  ])ol- 
luted  ditches  in  the  District,  jiarticularly  HemingTrough  and 
t/liffe.  It  is  ho])ed  that  at  least  some  of  these  schemes  can 
be  commenced  in  the  very  near  future,  as,  under  ])resent  con- 
ditions, nearly  three  quarters  of  the  ])o])ulation  of  the  district 
are  either  without  facilities  for  water-borne  sanitation  or  are 
using  systems  which  are  nltmately  causing  ])ollution  of  some 
water  course. 

The  sewage  (lisjxisal  plants  in  the  post  war  housing  schemes 
continue  to  oi)erate  satisfactorily  and  onlv  routine  mainten- 
ance and  cleansing  has  been  necessarv. 

Housing  Acts,  1939-54. 

The  Council  continued  to  make  improvement  grants  to 
])ro])erty  owners  who  submitted  jiroposals  to  bring  tlieir 
houses  u])  to  J;he  required  standard,  and  17  applications  were 
dealt  wth  during  the  year.  The  tenders  for  the  works  were 
examined  in  detail,  and  the  Council  a])[)roved  the  recommended 
grants  totalling  £2,299,  being  S0%  of  the  cost  of  the  actual 
improvements  as  defined  in  the  .Acts,  d'he  corresponding- 
figures  for  last  year  were  17  a])i)roved  a])i)lications.  with 
grants  totalling  £1,849. 

Of  the  17  houses  in  the  current  year,  l.i  were  owner  oc- 
cupier. 
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Altho'ugh  applications  arc  continuing,  it  is  felt  that  the 
annual  total  is  not  likely  to  be  greatly  increased  during  the 
coming  year.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  owner  is 
liable  for  the  full  cost  of  all  repairs  necessary  tO'  bring  the 
house  up  tO'  the  recjuired  standard,  and^  with  present  dav 
l)rices,  this  can  total  a considerable  sum;  in  numerous  cases 
more  than  the  owner  wishes  to  expend. 

Slum  Cleairance. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Loical  Government  (Circular  55/54)  dated  25th 
August,  1954,  a return  was  submitted,  showing  an  estimate  of 
the  slum  clearance  ])roblem  in  the  district,  and  the  period  of 
years  which  it  was  thought  might  be  required  to  deal  with 
the  problem. 

Of  the  4,113  houses  in  the  district,  it  was  estimated  that  170 
might  be  considered  as  unht  and  suiteible  for  demolition  in 
the  next  10  years.  Included  in  this  were  the  21  houses  in 
])re-war  conhrmed  clearance  areas  (12  occupied)  and  10  houses 
which  were  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders  served  during  1955 
(7  occupied). 

Fhe  hnancial  crisis  has  retarded  the  re-housing  programme, 
l)Ut  it  is  hoped  that  the  situation  will  improve  sufficiently  for 
at  least  a limited  ])rogramme  to  proceed,  to  clear  away  un- 
satisfactory accommodation  which,  as  mentioned  above,  were 
conhrmed  as  unht  for  human  habitation  nearly  20  years  ago. 


Food  Premises. 

A total  of  116  inspections  were  made  of  premises  where 
food  is  ])repared  and  handled.  The  various  improvements 
which  were  made  last  year,  either  structurally  or  in  provision 
of  equipment,  have  enabled  the  persons  concerned  to  maintain 
a good  standard,  and  the  general  position  is  satisfactory. 

The  new  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  likely  to  require 
food  ])remises  to  be  fitted  with  further  equipment  and  washing 
facilities,  but  the  Regulations  are  not  fully  operative  until 
July,  1956. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods  Inspection. 

The  six  licensed  slaughter  houses  (2  in  Dunnington  and  1 
each  in  Cliffie,  Escrick,  Fdvington  and  Fulf(wd)  all  ccmtinued 
to  be  used  on  one  or  two  days  each  week. 
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All  carcases  have  been  examined  in  accordance  with  tlie 
Ministry  of  Food’s  recommended  method.  418  visits  were 
made  during  the  year,  when  440  bovines^  976  shee])  and  468 
pigs  were  inspected.  A total  of  245  stones  of  diseased  meat 
was  condemned. 

Of  foods  other  than  meat  179  lbs.  o4  tinned  meats  and  5 lbs. 
of  miscellaneous  foods  were  condemned.
